inserting of Huang. Accordingly, claim 20 is patentable over 
Huang. For at least this reason, claims 21 and 23-25 depending 
therefrom are also patentable. 

B. Rejection of Claims 26-28 Under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) Over 
Ramanu j an 

The Office Action has rejecting pending claims 26-28 under 
35 U.S.C. § 102(e) over U.S. Patent No. 6,407,766 (Ramanujan). 
Applicants respectfully traverse the rejection. With respect to 
claim 26, Ramanujan does not disclose, at least, first and 
second "means for switching at least two color components" of a 
light. In this regard, color filter 85 does not switch between 
at least two color components; instead "a color filter 85 
corresponding to the desired color is employed to eliminate the 
remaining two colors." Ramanujan, col. 10, Ins. 15-18. 
Accordingly, claim 26 and claims 27-28 depending therefrom are 
patentable over Ramanujan. 

C. Objection to the Drawings 

In view of the cancellation of claim 22, the objection to 
the drawings noted in page 2 of the Office Action is overcome. 

The application is now in condition for allowance and the 
Examiner's prompt action in accordance therewith is respectfully 
requested. The Commissioner is authorized to charge any 
additional fees or credit any overpayment to Deposit Account No.
